Washington, May 24.—In

the actual amount collected was $18,- 
000,000. Tiki government will assume 
control of the revenues as soon as the 
principal seaports are in our possession, 
and will continue to control them at 
least until congress takes specific action 
in the case or until peace has been de­ 
clared between the two countries.

The commerce of these countries with 
the United States would suffer very 
severely by Spanish privateering, and 
its effect would be far more disastrous 
to these foreign interests than to the 
shipping of the United States. ^ It was 
this influence of Great Britain.

H e ProposeH to llu ild a Troopship Two 
H undred F eet H igh. 
Inventor F. A: Knapp of roller boat 
fame is going to Washington to try to 
make arrangements with the American 
government to construct an enormous 
rolling boat for use as a troopship, the 
boat to be modeled somethiug like the 
roller boat that has been seen in Toronto 
harbor. 
When the members of the 
Spanish legation were in Toronto, Seiior 
du Bose, the first secretary, inspected 
the rolling boat there and is said to 
have been favorably impressed with it.

Members of the student world were 
exempt from military service, and in 
many cases from all municipal tax. 
They might receive their books aud fur­ 
niture, wine aud beer, free of duty. 
The students of Leyden availed them­ 
selves of this privilege to so great a de­ 
gree aud imported in such immense 
quantities by private arrangements with 
the publicans that a law was necessary 
prescribing how much a student might 
legally receive without payment of ex 
cise. The wise legislators, animated 
with a generous sense of the privileges 
of a university, after due deliberation 
fixed the proper drinking capacity of a 
student at 80 gallons of wine aud 12 
half casks of beer, which he cauld re­ 
ceive free of all tax.—Professor W. T.

Chauncey M. Depew made a long 
speech the other night at the monthly 
meeting of the Republican club, in New 
York, in which lie declared himself as 
opposed to the retention of the Philip­ 
pines as a permanent |H» ssession of this 
government. 
His 
talk followed the 
adoption of a long report of the commit­ 
tee on national affairs, which advocated 
a doctrine of territorial expansion for 
the United Sta bs to include the posses­ 
sion of Hawaii, all the continent of 
America and the islands in the Atlantic 
near our coast, on condition that these 
acquisitions should not be made through 
con q u est, but by the application of tho 
peoples themselves. 
Mr. Depew said in part: 
“ When we entered into thii war, 
congress and the president solemnly de­ 
c la re d that it was not to be for con­ 
quest, but for a high and humane pur­ 
pose. Can we afford to go back on this 
I declaration and to stand convicted in 
the opinions of European people, who 
i are now sneering at our purposes? 
i 
“ We cannot go into this business of 
territorial expansion without a com­ 
plete change in our traditions and na­ 
tional principles. 
; 
“ We are talking of keeping the Phil­ 
ippines. To rule them would require 
; a stron g military government on the 
islands. How are we going to reconcile 
our Declaration of Independence to this? 
Can we say, ‘Taxation without repre­ 
sentation is tyranny except when we 
are g etting something out of it? ’ 
“ In starting out on this new venture 
of expansion we w ill have to maintain 
! an immense army and navy to enforce 
our demands and protect our rights in 
the colonies. 
J ust see what this w ill 
mean to us. The immense cost of this 
military force w ill have to be borne 
mainly by taxes at home. 
England 
makes so much out of her colonial trade 
that she can tax*4ier merchants. Can 
we go into such a heavy system of home 
taxation as this? 
“ Here in America we havo heavy 
municipal taxes which we pay with a 
little grumbling. 
Our federal tax we 
don’t feel at all. 
It is raised by cus­ 
toms duties, and the people generally 
do not know they are paying it. 
Free 
from taxes, they look w ith great rever­ 
ence to the federal government. 
‘What w ill come with colonial ex­ 
pansion, with its consequent heavy m il­ 
itary expenses? Why, a more extended 
system of taxation direct upon the peo­ 
ple. As in England, every piece of busi­ 
ness paper w ill have to have its stamp. 
You w ill pay taxes on checks and on 
bills. 
And a direct income tax w ill be 
inevitable. 
This w ill mean an end to 
the superior condition of the American 
laboring man. W ith the increased taxa­ 
tion there w ill come less wages for him. 
This sort of thing would be intolerable 
in America after what we have been 
need to. 
It would mean socialism. 
“ The wave of desire for colonial ex­ 
pansion like England’s is sweeping over 
tho land. 
Who knows but that it may 
sweep every sane consideration before 
it, as did the war fever a few weeks 
ago? It may mean the political death of 
any man of influence to try to stein it 
But we must try to find out some way 
of checking this insanity before it drives 
us too far onward.” — New York J our 
ual.
